(If your vehicle has tires of a different size than the size indicated on the vehicle 
placard or tire inflation pressure label [tire and load information label], you should 
determine the proper tire inflation pressure for those tires.) 

As an added safety feature, your vehicle has been equipped with a tire pressure 
monitoring system (TPMS-tire pressure warning system) that illuminates a low tire 
pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light) when one or more of your tires is sig¬ 
nificantly under-inflated. Accordingly, when the low tire pressure telltale (tire pres¬ 
sure warning light) illuminates, you should stop and check your tires as soon as 
possible, and inflate them to the proper pressure. Driving on a significantly under- 
inflated tire causes the tire to overheat and can lead to tire failure. Under-inflation 
also reduces fuel efficiency and tire tread life, and may affect the vehicle’s handling 
and stopping ability. 

Please note that the TPMS (tire pressure warning system) is not a substitute for 
proper tire maintenance, and it is the drivers responsibility to maintain correct tire 
pressure, even if under-inflation has not reached the level to trigger illumination of 
the TPMS low tire pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light). 

Your vehicle has also been equipped with a TPMS (tire pressure warning system) 
malfunction indicator to indicate when the system is not operating properly. The 
TPMS (tire pressure warning system) malfunction indicator is combined with the 
low tire pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light). When the system detects a 
malfunction, the telltale will flash for approximately one minute and then remain 
continuously illuminated.

After the vehicle has been driven the disc wheels and the area around the brakes 
will be extremely hot. Touching these areas with hands, feet or other body parts 
while changing a tire, etc. may result in burns. 

1 Never use oil or grease on the wheel bolts or wheel nuts. 

Oil and grease may cause the wheel nuts to be excessively tightened, leading to 
bolt or disc wheel damage. In addition, the oil or grease can cause the wheel nuts 
to loosen and the wheel may fall off, causing a serious accident. Remove any oil or 
grease from the wheel bolts or wheel nuts.

n When replacing the tires 

When removing or fitting the wheels, tires or the tire pressure warning valve and 
transmitter, contact your Lexus dealer as the tire pressure warning valve and trans¬ 
mitter may be damaged if not handled correctly. 

n To avoid damage to the tire pressure warning valves and transmitters 

Do not use liquid sealants on flat tires.

Reasons for the hybrid system not starting vary depending on the situation. 
Check the following and perform the appropriate procedure: 

n The hybrid system will not start even though the correct starting 
procedure is being followed. (^P. 147)

1 The electronic key may not be functioning properly. r (^P. 533) 

1 There may not be sufficient fuel in the vehicle’s tank. 

Refuel the vehicle. 

1 There may be a malfunction in the immobilizer system.* (^P. 96) 
1 There may be a malfunction in the P position control system.*

1 The hybrid system may be malfunctioning due to an electrical 
problem such as an open circuit or a blown fuse. However, 
depending on the type of malfunction, an interim measure is avail¬ 
able to start the hybrid system. (^P. 455) 

: It may not be possible to shift out of the P position. 

n The interior lights and headlights are dim, or the horn does not 
sound orsoundsat a low volume. 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem: 

1 The 12-volt battery may be discharged. (^P. 536) 

1 The Iz-volt battery terminal connections may be loose or cor¬ 
roded. 
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n The interior lights and headlights do not turn on, or the horn does 
not sound. 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem: 

1 One or both of the 12-volt battery terminals may be discon¬ 
nected. 

1 The 12-volt battery may be discharged. (^P. 536) 

Contact your Lexus dealer if the problem cannot be repaired, or if 
repair procedures are unknown.

catch fire and explode. Make sure to observe the following to prevent fire or sparks. 

1 Make sure each jumper cable is connected to the correct terminal and that it is 
not unintentionally in contact with any part other than the intended terminal. 

1 Do not allow the other end of the jumper cable connected to the "+" terminal to 
come into contact with any other parts or metal surfaces in the area, such as 
brackets or unpainted metal. 

1 Do not allow the + and - clamps of the jumper cables to come into contact with 
each other. 

1 Do not allow open flame or use matches, cigarette lighters or smoke near the 
battery.

n To prevent an accident or injury when inspecting under the hood of your vehicle 

1 If steam is seen conning from under the hood, do not open the hood until the 
steam has subsided. The engine compartment may be very hot, causing serious 
injuries such as burns. 

1 Check that the indicator on the “POWER” switch and the READY indicator are 
off 

1 For vehicles with a hybrid system, there are times when the gasoline engine auto¬ 
matically starts to run or the cooling fans suddenly start to operate. Do not touch 
or approach the rotating parts of the belt or fans. Doing so may lead to fingers, 
clothes or tools getting caught, resulting in injury. 

1 Do not loosen the coolant reservoir cap while the hybrid system and radiator are 
hot. 

Serious injuries, such as burns, may result from hot coolant and steam released 
under pressure.

n When adding engine/power control unit coolant 

Wait until the hybrid system has cooled down before adding engine/power control 
unit coolant. 

When adding coolant, do so slowly. Adding cool coolant to a hot hybrid system too 
quickly can cause damage to the hybrid system. 
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5-2. Steps to take in an emergency 

II the vehicle becomes stuck 


Carry out the following procedures if the tires spinor the vehicle becomes 
stuck in mud, dirt or snow: 

Miaai 11 Apply the parking brake, change the shift position to P and 
stop the hybrid system. 

MWa 2 1 Remove the mud, snow or sand from around the stuck tire. 
HSU] Place wood, stones or some other material under the tires to 
help provide traction. 

MIM41 Restart the hybrid system. 

MHa b I Make sure to change the shift position to D or R, release the 
parking brake, and then carefully depress the accelerator 
pedal. 

Turn off the TRAC and VSC systems if these functions are hamper¬ 
ing your attempts to free the vehicle. P. 226) 


n When changing the shift position 

Depress the brake pedal and ensure that the vehicle has stopped completely 
before changing the shift position. Failure to do so could cause the rejection func¬ 
tion to be activated, canceling the shift position change, or causing the shift position 
to change to N automatically. 


A CAUTION 


n When attempting to free a stuck vehicle 

If you choose to rock the vehicle back and forth to free it, make sure the surround¬ 
ing area is clear to avoid striking other vehicles, objects or people. The vehicle may 
also lunge forward or lunge back suddenly as it becomes free. Use extreme cau¬ 
tion. 

n When shifting the shift lever 

Be careful not to shift the shift lever with the accelerator pedal depressed. 

This may lead to unexpected rapid acceleration of the vehicle that may cause an 
accident resulting in death or serious injury.

n To avoid damage to the hybrid transmission and other components 

1 Avoid spinning the wheels and depressing the accelerator pedal more than nec¬ 
essary. 

1 If the vehicle remains stuck even after these procedures are performed, the vehi¬ 
cle may require towing to be freed. 
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
